PRAIRIE AND FOREST FIRES. 
Communissted. 

The cause from which fires 
ensue are as various as human care- 
lessness and folly can make them. 
Their occurrence is no new develop- 
ment, arising from the changing con- 
ditions which accompany advancing 
settlement. 
during the three.years over which his 
examination of these western plains 
extended, had frequent occasion to 
mark the carelessness with which the 
Indian population appeared to regard 
a prairie fire. It was set out by the 
Indians themselves to mark out such 
trivial incidents as the return of a 
hunting or foray party, and once set 
going their seemed to be rot the slight- 
est concern to control it.

Was it worth 
while to go to the trouble and expense 
of doing this? Is anything worth 
Human life had been en- 
dangered by these very fires ; private 
property was destroyed, which meant 
tothing short of ruin to individuals ; 
from $25,000 to $50,000 of merchant- 
able timber had gone up in smoke. 
Add to these circumstances the fact 
that the immunity which the _fire- 
setters enjoy in respect of this in- 
cident cannot fail to encourage them 
in future acts of recklessness, and in 
may be said that a case has been made 
out, which would seem to indicate 
that it was worth somebody’s “ while” 
to do something to preserve this com- 
munity of Alberta from acquiring not 
only the reputation, but all* the: evil 
fruits, of a rank stupidity at which 
our contemporaries may stare and 
posterity curse. These hot and lurid 
terms are foreign neither to the mat- 
ter nor the argument. 

As the law stands, it is believed to 
present a practicable machinery where- 
by we may accomplish a great deal 
if fire guardians of the district are to 
be aroused to a full sense of their re- 
sponsibility, and made to feel that in 
the most drastic measures which they 
may take they have -she active 
sympathy of the community. 

It.is suggested that whilst it is pos- 
sible to administer the existing law 
so as to insure the public safety, one 
radical change—at least—might. be 
made with advantage. This is to do 


| away entirely with the permission to 


burn around hay stacks, unless the 
stacks be in the farmer’s yard. It is 
urged, on behalf of this recommenda- 
tion, that in nine cases cut of ten 
the fires which run at large, and 
which do most damage, are those 
which are proved to have originated 
in or near the hay meadows. It is,

however, difficult to see that it is 
practicable to entirely prohibit the 
setting out of fires in the hay camps 
although this perhaps is not the in- 
tention. It may be that a fire for 
! cooking purposes might be easily and 
effectually controlled; and that this 
effectual control is more difficult where 
it is attempted to burn over the wider 
extent of land which is n to 
protect hay stacks. It is but poor 
eriticism which finds fault without 
suggesting a remedy. The above re- 
marks are intended to show that the 
‘evils from which we suffer so grievous- 
ily are due, in a large measure, if not 
entirely, to our own laxity and neglect.
